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POSDCORB is a mnemonic word coined by Luther 
Gulick and introduced in his famous essay 
published in 1937 in Gulick and Urwick, Pa- 
pers on the Science of Administration. 
POSDCORB stands for what he considered to be 
the main elements of administration, namely, 
planning, organizing, staffing, directing, 
coordinating, reporting, and budgeting. | 
am using it here merely as a symbol because 
it has come to signify in the vernacular of 
students of administration what March and 
Simon have called ''the machine model ,'' to be 


more explicit, the traditional concepts 





which Simon has dubbed ''the proverbs,'' 


What has happened to POSDCORB, in a nutshell, 
is that the social scientists have taken 
over the study of organization and in doing 
so they brought their own preconceived sys- 
tem of values relative to the nature of man 
and of society. By the social scientists, | 
mean mainly the sociologists, social psychol- 
ogists, anthropologists, and the political 
theorists among the political scientists. 
These people have a set of values which is 
highly humanitarian, democratic, people- 
centered, and oriented in ideas of social 
justice. They are imbued with concepts of 
the dignity of man, personal freedom, and of 
permissive leadership. The latter is par- 
ticularly true of the group dynamicists who 
see leadership emerging from within the 
group and based upon the consent of those 
_ Who are led. They react against traditional 
notions of authority and the concepts of 
hierarchy seem to jar: their sensibilities. 
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The social scientists have an anti-manage- 
ment bias, the origins of which go back to 
several sources. In the first place, they 
are critical of industrialization and the 
social upheaval which it has caused, as is 
evidenced in Elton Mayo's writings going 
back to the French sociologists of the Nine- 
teenth Century who compared the new indus- 
trialism unfavorably with the previous or- 
ganization of society. In the second place, 
they regard management as being authoritar- 
ian and manipulative in nature which is evi- 
denced by the fact that the question of ma- 
nipulation comes up constantly to dog the 
conscience of those social scientists who 
are working in the applied fields; they 
often seem imbued with the feeling that 
there is something sinful and dangerous in 
the power of one individual to govern the 
actions of another. In the third place, 
there is a strong reaction against con- 
cepts of motivation based solely upon finan- 
cial return; to them economic man has become 
a whipping boy. 


But one would perhaps have to say that the 
main reason why the social scientists have 
reacted against concepts of scientific man- 
agement is that, they say, the scientific 
managers have regarded man as a machine 
rather than as a human being. They decry 
the god of efficiency and condemn the goals 
of productivity as ends in themselves. 


Going back to POSDCORB, one should refer to 
Gulick's essay in Gulick and Urwick entitled 
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Science, Values and Public Administration in which he advocates that in order to become 
truly scientific, the study of administration should concentrate on the value of effici- 
Bency. This would seem to come pretty close to the logical positivism which is the basis 
for the argument between the political theorists and Herbert Simon as to whether or not 
it would be possible for researchers in administration to separate fact and value. But 
the point | want to make here is that we should not be too hard on Gulick and Urwick be- 
cause, historically, it is a very important book, and one of the reasons therefor is that 
it published an essay by Anderson, Whitehead, and Elton Mayo recording the results of the 
famous Hawthorne study two years before the definitive book by Roethlisberger and Dixon. 
Furthermore, it reprinted one of Mary Parker Follett's essays and surely she anticipated 
much of the new social psychological approach to management. Legend has it that Chester 
Barnard was much influenced by Mary Parker Follett. : - 





it is interesting that the definitive work on the Hawthorne study was published in 1939, 
the same year that Barnard came out with his Functions of the Executive. The first 

has, of course, as its main theme that an industrial factory setup is a social 
institutrun and that in some way, not too clearly defined, this is very important in the 
study of motivation of workers. Barnard's work had two lasting contributions, the first 
of which was the sociological concept of authority which questions the traditional idea 
that authority always comes from the top down. A decade later Rensis Likert organized 
the survey research center at the University of Michigan which has turned out a series 
of studies the net import of which would seem to be that perhaps the most important ele- 
ment in the motivation of people at work is the social environment. This has been an 
experimental rather than a merely descriptive approach and has come up with strong evi- 
dence to the effect that there is a positive correlation between a healthy social group 
environment and productivity. 





Contemporary with these developments there has been a movement in public administration, 
led for the most part by such persons as Waldo and Appleby, relative to the nature of 
policy. Students of public administration, strongly influenced by the fight against 
corruption, had declared emphatically for a theoretical separation between policy and 
administration, making the administrator neutral. The new sophistication of today re- 
jects this rather rigid concept saying that policy and administration cannot be separated, 
that the career administrator must be a policy leader whether he wants to or not. Among 
our own group at USC this viewpoint is perhaps most strongly supported by Professor Bruce 
Storm as a result of his researches into the politics of administration. 


The second contributicn by Barnard was his emphasis on decision-making as the heart of 
administration. He had great influence on Simon who was to become perhaps the leading 
writer and theorist in the field of administrative decision-making. Our own recently pub- 
lished researches in this area, conducted by Nicholas Nicolaidis, strongly emphasize the 
human side of the administrative process and question traditional concepts of rationality 
based on a maximizing choice between alternatives. For a brief summary of, and comment 
upon, the Nicolaidis study, see my article on administrative rationality in the Public Ad- 
ministration Review (Summer, 1960). 





Practical Implications 





The net result would seem to be that the only people who are doing basic research in the 
area of organization relationships are the social scientists. They have come to regard 
the study of organization with an anti-management bias. By and large those who repre- 
sent the traditional concepts of organization have stuck by the concepts of POSDCORB and 
the machine model and have been content to regard them as the theoretical basis for our 
operating procedure. Social scientists on the other hand have developed an insight and 
understanding and a body of concepts relative to human behavior in organizations which 
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can no longer be ignored. It should be noted in this connection that management people 
had an anti-human relations bias which in its own way was no less distorted than has 
been the anti-management bias of the social scientists. 


However, some social scientists are becoming more sophisticated and realistic relative to 
human behavior in production organizations. A noteworthy sign is Cartwright's statement 
that social psychologists have been soft on power. Their humanitarian value system plus 
their apprehensiveness of the misuse of economic power had led them to avoid coming to 
grips with the more sordid side of power as it exists in relations among men. Now we see 
the recognition of power as a major factor in human relationship, accompanied by an at- 
tempt to study it objectively and to try to understand its often stark and naked charac- 
ter. The other social science development to which | shall refer is contained in the 

more recent writings of William Foote Whyte who was one of the original social group the- 
orists through his study of street corner society, truly one of the great social science 
classics. He has come out strongly in favor of recognizing the impact of physical en- 
vironment upon the social system of production organizations. The physical forces to 
which he refers include ''the formal organization structure, the technology, the work flow, 
the layout of machines and,processes, the allocation of tasks, and the physical conditions 
and requirements of work.'' When sociologists talk about these things, which in the past 
have constituted our stock in trade, some kind of millenium has arrived. 


It is my contention and will be the theme of the remainder of this talk that social sci- 
ence knowledge which has now reached a considerable level of sophistication should be 
made operational. Another way of saying this is that the administrative analysts and 
management consultants instead of confining themselves to-tasks and job relationships 
should take cognizance of what we now know about human behavior and make the application 
of that knowledge operative in the realm of practical management. Frankly, | admit that 
1 do not know how to do this, with the result that the following suggestions or ideas 
should be regarded as purely tentative and that they do not bear a stamp of strong ad- 
vocacy on my part. Hence, | shall present some of them in the form of questions which 

| hope will stimulate your thought, speculation, and perhaps irritate you just enough 

so that you will come up with counter proposals. 


The Social Group 





Sociologists and social psychologists have based their approach to the study of organiza-~- 
tion almost entirely upon the concepts of the social group, that is, the small face-to- 
face intimate association of human beings who have developed their own structure of rela- 
tionships which may or may not be job-related. 


The concept of the primary social group is important to administrative analysts primarily 
because it gets to the heart of the problems of authority and motivation. As stated above, 
the Likert studies in Michigan have shown a high correlation between healthy group feel- 
ing and productivity. Other studies have shown that the informal work group frequently 

is able to exercise authority over workers which management itself cannot bring to bear. 
This is related to the concept of a frozen group which is one which wields its own re- 
wards and punishments demanding and securing performance which management cannot hope to 
do. The studies by Lindblom and Nicolaidis relative to the decision process indicate be- 
yond a doubt that administrative decisions are strongly influenced by group sentiment, 

even in an environment where the classical rationality of staff work is influential.

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Make Social Science Operational 





The keynote thought which | want to bring to you this morning is that the time has now 
come to make social science operational in administrative analysis. There was a time 

when | started teaching over thirty years ago that the adjective ''social'' and the word 
'ylanning'' were tabooed, but that day is long past because the greatest of our corpora- 
tions today are doing long-range planning and many of them employ social scientists. If 
our economic freedom is to survive in a world of Communism, management~-both private and 
public--must adopt a scheme of social values. Recently two of the great foundations spon- 
sored studies of business education, that is, of the business school at the college and 
university level. It is significant that in each of these reports it was found that busi- 
ness education had been too narrow, technical and of the trade school type. Business 
education must be based upon the needs of the community at large and upon a set of social 
values consonant with the general national welfare. The value system of public adminis-~- 
tration in the beginning came largely from the value system of industrial management and 
of the scientific management movement. That was a rather narrow value system based upon 
the cult of productive efficiency and of economic incentive as the sole motivator of men 
at work. | am not asking that public administrators abandon the concept of productive 
efficiency but | am suggesting that the time has come to supplement it with a broad so- 
cial outlook in which the primary objective of administration is to make this world a 
better one in which humans are to live. 


| realize that the following suggestions will probably be controversial but it is for 

that very purpose that | postulate them here. | shall list five different ways in which 
it might be possible to make social science operational and’! hope that you will regard 
them as being posed in the form of a question rather than representing my emphatic con- 
victions. The first question would have to do with the existence of motivational factors 
in the situation under study. Secondly, should not job descriptions contain behavioral 
items? Third, should administrative analysts not include in their reports the items rela- 
tive to the power factor? Fourth, what are the social and human factors that resist 
change in the situation under study? Fifth, what are some of the principal culture traits 
of the particular sub-culture which is being investigated? 


Motivational Factors ' 





Has the time not come for administrative analysts to consider factors of human motivation 
in addition to the description and arrangement of tasks? Has the environment favored or 
hindered the natural development of group process? Can the layout be changed so as to 
improve team feeling? Do natural groups form? Or is there a situation wherein indivi- 
dualistic motivation factors must rule? Do frozen groups exist in which the in-group 
exercises more authority than the members of management and supervision? ts it possible 
to capture the interest and therefore the productive motivation of operators through job 
enlargement, by giving them more responsibility, in contrast to the early scientific man- 
agement approach of segmenting the task into repetitive motions? Psychologists at Berke- 
ley have recently had considerable success in experiments involving this type of job en- 
largement. 


How about the placement factor in which people would be placed in jobs in accordance with 
first their natural aptitude relative to skills; second, job satisfaction; third, person- 
ality factors relative to socialization or individualization as the case may be and 
fourth, their ability to function as members of a healthy social group? In this connec- 
_ tion would it be heresy to suggest that sometime in the future each personnel folder wil] 

contain a sociogram which would indicate the potentiality of the individual for inter- 
action with others? 











Behavioral Items for Job Descriptions 





Each job description would contain a section setting forth the behavioral pattern for the 
job, that is, the desired interactions which people have with others. What kind of per- 
sonal interaction is called for by the job situation? Does the job require working alone 
without much interaction with fellows as was indicated in the Argyris study of bank tel- 
lers and in which he postulated a unique personality type? Will the incumbent be re- 
quired to lead conferences based upon democratic deliberation and free interchange of 
opinion? Is the security factor so important as to call for a rather authoritarian type 
of supervision requiring a questioning attitude toward all persons with whom one inter- 
acts? Or does the situation call for a relaxed permissive type of supervision empha- 
sizing creativeness, initiative and self-reliance such as perhaps would be desirable in 

a scientific research laboratory? 


| think that job descriptions could become very much more exciting. 


The Power Factor 


Modern administrative theory makes the distinction between authority and power--authori ty 
being what is spelled out in the law and given by the formal organi zation, whereas power 
is the ability to compel performance. It is obvious that the two can be quite different. 
By and large management surveys have given attention primarily to the formal organiza- 
tion and therefore the formal authority. The question arises as to the extent to which 
the administrative analyst should deal with the power factor. Perhaps it would be im- 
politic to write out much about it in his written reports, but certainly in order to be 
effective reorganization must locate the centers of power. Indeed, the failure of re- 
organizations in the past has been because this factor of power had not been taken into 
consideration. Thus, one of my colleagues is now writing up a case wherein the recom- 
mendations of a survey report failed of adoption because of the fact that a city clerk 
was able to block them and the most naive student of public administration is well aware 
of the irritating type of power wielded by the elected city clerk. There is nothing very 
new in this except that we are now becoming sufficiently sophisticated to recognize that 
there is such a thing as power, and that the best laid plans of mice and men will ''gang 
aglee'' unless some consideration is given to either realigning or neutralizing the power 
centers. 





Factors Resisting Change 





There was a time when the hit-and-run type of administrative survey was prevalent. This 
was the case where an outside consulting organization described and analyzed the exist- 
ing organizational arrangement and usually applied a pattern solution along POSOCORB 
lines. Then PAS came along and adopted a little more sophisticated approach by author- 
izing their analysts to work with the people inside the organization to secure adoption 
of change as they went along rather than issuing a hit-and-run report. Have we not per- 
haps reached an even deeper stage of sophistication wherein we can analyze the factors 
resisting change in advance and use our knowledge of social change to bring about de- 
sired administrative reorganization? Studies have recently been published wherein ap- 
plied anthropologists have done just this in bringing about improvement in the lives of 
Primitive people such as the Indians of Peru or even those of the Fox Indians in lowa. 
May it not be that the boiler-plate solutions of administrative dogma such as are em- 
bodied in the sacred concepts of integration, unity of command, and span of control are 
not the best solutions for each particular situation? Is it not possible that the study 
of the social factors involved will lead to solutions not exactly in conformity with re- 
Organization holy writ but which are very effective because they do take into considera- 
tion the possibility to realign and neutralize existing power centers? 








Subculture Traits 





The concept of culture brings depth to the understanding of social organizations and a 
management institution is a social organization. Corollary with this is the concept of 
subcultures, wherein it is realized that vocational and functional subgroups have con- 
ventional ways of thinking about their work and going about performing it. The concept 
of subculture is important to the analyst because of the fact that the subculture traits 
tend to stratify the organization and make change more difficult. An example is offered 
by what has been going on in our prisons for the last decade or so in the conflict be- 
tween the people who are custody-minded on the one hand, and those who are rehabilitation- 
minded on the other. In the beginning the attempt to introduce reform methods into our 
prisons ran clearly up against the dominant subculture, conventions and beliefs of the 
custody people. The conventional attitudes about what a prison was for and how it should 
be conducted ran counter to those of the new group of therapists and treatment people 

who were coming into the prison. These two conflicting forces interacting with each 
other constitute the heart of prison subculture. In some advanced systems the therapy 
people have gained the upper hand over the custody people whereas in the more traditional 
prisons which have not been touched by reform the opposite is true. The point | wish 

to make is that practically every functional and vocational activity in the administra~- 
tive realm has its own special subculture composed of its traditional beliefs, patterns 
of behavior, traditions and habits. 


What Is the Issue 





The central issue is whether or not the administrative analyst of the future shall be 
merely a technician who tinkers with the rearrangement of tasks and ignores people ex- 
cept as automatons. It is my contention that the time has come when we must abandon 
this concept and operate under the new sophistication of the social sciences which de- 
fines man as a complex human being of multiple purposes and values and who instead of 
following blindly the dictates of the formal organization often seems to do as much as 
he can to thwart it. The new approach would find the administrative analyst as a great 
deal more than the hit-and-run dispenser of organization dogma. He would supplement 
his traditional lore with the skills and understanding of the social scientist. He 
would undertake the realignment of tasks and responsibilities by examining and analyzing 
the human factors which facilitate his reorganization scheme on the one hand, and which 
would put up road blocks against adoption on the other. He would look for solutions 
which would realign and minimize the adverse effect of the existing power centers. 


| realize that | am calling upon the administrative analyst to enter and perhaps manipu- 
late very sensitive and delicate situations. The successful administrative analyst has 
always done this in the past, but there has often been a time lag of years between the 
issuance of a report and the adoption of its recommendations. All | am asking is that 
the administrative analysts try to assess the situation so as to minimize this time 
factor. In essence what we are asking is that he become an agent of social change rather 
than a passive onlooker who sits in his seat of immunity and pontificates dogmas relative 
to the niceties of integration, unity of command, span of control, and work flow.
